Prison officer at Parc 
is given suspended 
sentence for misconduct 


A PRISON officer started a 
personal relationship with a 
prisoner and sent him text 
messages on a hidden phone. 

Shauna Cleary (25) began a ‘link¬ 
up’ with inmate Kurt Jarman while 
working at the privately-run men’s 
prison. 

Jarman (22) was serving a 10-year 
prison sentence after he brutally 
attacked a 77-year-old man in his 
home in a terrifying three-hour 
ordeal. 

A court heard Cleary gave her 


number to the prisoner and sent him 
messages on a phone he had hidden 
in his cell. 

Prosecutor Joanna James said 
analysis revealed Jarman called 
Cleary in August last year and the 
relationship “gained momentum”. 

Cleary sent the prisoner two 
messages on October 1 but the 
content was not known. 

She was arrested and her phone 
and laptop were seized.

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Cosmology comer: 

PLANET WATCH 


WITH my recent 
preoccupation with 
Einstein and 

Stephen Hawking, I 
have rather 

neglected what’s 
been going on in the 
skies above us, so 
let’s have an update. 

Jupiter is very 
prominent all night, 
although rather low 
down. On May 10, it is at 
its closest to Earth at a 
distance of 658 million 
kilometres, or 37 light 
minutes. Look through 
ordinary binoculars to 
see the four main 
Galilean moons, Io, 
Europa, Ganymede and 
Callisto. 

It will take a 
somewhat larger 

telescope, however, to 
see Jupiter’s great red 
spot - a huge storm in 
Jupiter’s atmosphere 
which is large enough to 
swallow the Earth 
whole - with room to 
spare! 

Following 
improvements made to 
his telescope, these 
moons were first seen 
by Galileo Galilei in 
January 1610. After 
noting that their relative 
positions changed hour 
to hour, he concluded 
that the four were not 
fixed stars, but rather 
were satellite moons 
orbiting Jupiter. 

They were the first 
objects found to orbit 


another planet and are 
among the largest 
objects in the Solar 
System. Ganymede, in 
fact, is the largest moon 
in the Solar System, and 
is even bigger than the 
planet Mercury. The 
other three are all larger 
than Pluto. 

Galileo’s discovery 
showed the importance 
of the telescope as a tool 
for astronomers by 
proving that there were 
objects in space that 
cannot be seen by the 
naked eye. 

More importantly, the 
incontrovertible 
discovery of celestial 
bodies orbiting 

something other than 
Earth dealt a serious 
blow to Ptolemy’s 
assertion that Earth was 
at the centre of the 
universe, and all other 
celestial bodies revolved 
around it. 

In announcing his 
celestial observations, 
Galileo did not explicitly 
mention Copernican 
heliocentrism, an 

alternate but often 
ridiculed theory, that 
placed the Sun at the 
centre of the universe. 

More than 60 Jovian 
moons have now been 
catalogued, but the four 
Galilean moons are 
considerably the largest. 

Images taken by the 
Voyager spacecraft 
showed Io’s surface to 
have a surface almost 
entirely covered with

Infrared images taken by 
the Juno spacecraft, 
which has been in orbit 
round Jupiter since 2016, 
show hundreds of 
eruptions in progress and 
hot, glowing lava on Io’s 
surface. 

Jupiter’s gravity 
creates bulges on Io just 
like the Moon creates the 
ocean tides on Earth. The 
constant change in size 
and orientation of Io 
causes friction that 
creates enough internal 
heat for these volcanic 
eruptions to occur. 

Europa has a rocky 
interior surrounded by an 
icy layer 100 kilometres 
thick, the top few 
kilometres of which 
seem to be frozen solid. 
The stretching and 
squeezing of tidal 
friction should provide 
enough heat to melt some 
of this into liquid water 
beneath a thin ice shell. 

If it does, then Europa 
may have an ocean with 
more than twice as much 
liquid water as all of 
Earth’s oceans combined. 
Its surface is striated by 
cracks and streaks, 
whereas craters are 
relatively rare - evidence 
of constant renewal as 
warm water seeps 
upwards and freezes onto 
the surface. 

Water plumes up to 60 
miles high have also 
been observed. Scientists 
are keen to get a probe 
onto Io’s surface to see if 
there is life in the sub¬ 
surface ocean, either by 
drilling through the ice 
shell or by sampling the 
water plumes. 

The surface of 
Ganymede shares many 
similarities with Europa, 
being also made of water 
ice. Unlike Europa’s 
surface, however, it 
shows signs of varying 
age but it is possible that 
a liquid ocean might 
exist beneath 

Ganymede’s surface 
similar to the one 
believed to exist on 
Europa. 

Callisto is the 
stereotypical outer solar 
system satellite. It is one 
of the largest and most 
heavily cratered satellites 
in the solar system. The 
surface is very icy and 
dates back four billion 
years. Beneath the icy 
crust is possibly another 
salty ocean supported by 
a deeper rocky interior.

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Council will 
consider options 
over ‘shabby’ 
homeless hostel 


A NEW £2 million purpose- 
built hostel for the homeless in 
Bridgend county is one of 
several options being 
considered to look after the 
rising numbers of people 
requiring emergency 

accommodation. 

The hostel, which is an old 
converted council office in 
Brynmenyn, is owned by Bridgend 
County Borough Council and managed 
by the homeless charity the Wallich. 

Councillors say the service offered 
by the charity is “fantastic” but the 
building itself is “past its best” and 
plans need to be made for its 
replacement. 

A report by officers on the state of 
the hostel which is currently shut for 
emergency repairs due to subsidence 
concerns says it is “shabby and 
psychologically uninviting for people 
who are in a vulnerable and stressful 
state”. 

It states the shared bathroom and 
kitchen facilities limit privacy, it has 
little outdoor space and it is not 
conducive to a supportive and positive 
environment for children and families. 

Four options are being considered 
by the council. They include keeping 
the hostel at the same location, 
building a new one, converting another 
council building into a hostel or 
scrapping the hostel in place of a new 
model of dispersed accommodation. 

Speaking at a council meeting on 
the issue, cabinet member for future 
generations and wellbeing, Cllr 
Dhanisha Patel said: “The premises is 
out of date. 

“If I was homeless and turned up 
there, I would feel at rock bottom when 
I entered that building. I would like 
people to have a better and more 


welcoming place to end up.” 

Cllr Matthew Voisey (Conservative) 
said that while the facility was 
functional it could not be described as 
leading edge or desirable. 

He said: “We should be aiming for a 
completely new purpose-built facility 
that takes into account all the most 
modern requirements and the needs of 
the users. 

“I appreciate there is a financial 
point but in my mind this is something 
that would be worthy of a capital 
investment.” 

The officers’ report on the issue says 
that over the last few years the 
reduction in use of bed and breakfast 
accommodation which is no longer 
deemed suitable for families has led to 
a 70-per-cent increase in the use of 
hostel and emergency accommodation. 

It adds: “Research suggests that the 
estimated average cost of a homeless 
person per year is £26,000 when you 
take into account the costs of 
convictions, accessing A&E, support 
needs, and policing. 

“Therefore any preventative actions 
and support that can be put in place 
will help mitigate those circumstances 
and potentially reduce the overall cost 
to public resources.” 

The hostel provides 16 
accommodation units and is used for 
families as well as for single homeless 
people. 

Other hostels in Bridgend include 
Cornerstone House which provides six 
accommodation units and emergency 
bed space, and Ty Ogwr which has 16 
units. 

Councillors on the subject overview 
and scrutiny committee, which met on 
April 19, said no option should be left 
off the table as officers look to provide 
a detailed analysis of financial costs, 
availability and suitability.

‘Pupils are taught irrelevant 
things in PSE’ says councillor 


CHILDREN in 
schools should be 
learning about the 
“responsibilities of 
parenthood” to 
better prepare them 
for family life, a 
councillor has said. 

Bridgend borough 
councillor Nicole Burnett 
(Labour) believes 

children should be taught 
how to manage their 
finances and be a good 
citizen as well as what is 
involved with parenting 
in order to help them lead 
a ‘normal family life’. 

Speaking at a 
Bridgend council 

meeting on early help 
and children’s social 
care, she questioned 
whether more could be 
done in schools to help 
prevent the increasing 
demand for services such 
as the new council-run 
‘Baby in Mind’ service. 

The new service 
involves intensive 
support for pregnant 
women and their partners 
to develop the necessary 
skills to keep their 
children safe. 

The early intervention 
aims to “...prevent the 
baby from becoming 
separated from its 
parents by being taken 
into care”. 


Cllr Burnett said: “I 
don’t feel there’s enough 
parenting and citizenship 
done in Personal and 
Social Education (PSE) 
at the moment. 

“Most students are 
taught things that are 
irrelevant - they’re not 
even taught how to look 
after an animal, let alone 
a child or what the 
responsibilities of that 
are.” 

The councillor for 
Morfa added: “I’m really 
concerned about this 
aspect of education and 
that schools have got so 
much freedom in terms 
of what life skills 
children are prepared for. 
I feel there’s an extreme 
lack of skills being 
taught. 

“This is nothing to do 
with sex education, it’s to 
do with what it’s really 
like to have a baby in the 
house and what it needs 
to be looked after. 

“It also includes things 
like what’s a healthy 
relationship, what’s 
acceptable and what’s 
not, what’s abuse. I don’t 
feel it’s covered enough. 

“Those who are not 
taught it at home, where 
are they taught it? 

“Some children have 
nothing to compare 
themselves against. It 
needs to be shown to 


them in an educational 
context to make sure they 
grow up with an 
education which will 
help them lead a normal 
family life.” 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
interim director of 
education, Lindsey 
Harvey, said while all 
schools delivered PSE 
differently and there was 
no compulsory model 
there was now a “far 
better interaction” 
between schools and 
health services. 

The cabinet member 
for education, Cllr 
Charles Smith, said the 
council would talk to 
schools about what more 
could be covered within 
PSE. 

Between 2016-2017, 
the overall numbers of 
children in care across 
Wales increased by 5.5 
per cent. 

In Bridgend, the 
numbers increased by 2.2 
per cent for the year and 
the local authority was 
the fourth highest in 
Wales for the number of 
looked after children per 
10,000 population. 

The council meeting 
took place on Monday 
April 16.

New venue 
at TS Dragon 


STAFF and cadets 
have moved into 
their new unit in the 
TS Dragon building 
next to the RNLI 
station on Cosy 
Corner. 

It will be their home 
for the next two years, 
after which they will 
move into a permanent 
unit in the new Maritime 
Centre in late 2019. 

TS stands for 
‘Training Ship’ and 
Dragon is the Type 45 
Royal Navy Destroyer 
HMS Dragon, after 
which the unit is named. 

For many current and 
past cadets and staff, 
there are mixed emotions 
as they leave TS St David 
on the Eastern 
Breakwater and embark 
on the first stage of their 
journey to a permanent 
home. 

When they take up 
their permanent berth in 
2019, the unit will have 
in fact turned full circle 
in terms of its location. 

The original unit TS 
Seaflower started around 
72 years ago and was 
situated on Cosy Comer 
in a hut beside the old 
skating rink and Cosy 
Cinema, from which 
Cosy Comer derived its 
name. 

In the early 1960s, the 
cadet unit transferred to 
the temporary wartime 
building on Eastern 
Breakwater and became 
TS St David.

It meets on Thursday 
between 5pm and 7pm, 
costs £10 per session, 
and must be booked in 
advance. 

New member “Luke”, 
who went for the first 
time, said: “I love it!

“We have found it hard 
to locate groups and 
activities for Luke where 
his occasionally 
challenging needs - a 
diagnosis of autism and 
learning difficulties - 
don’t exclude him from 
taking part in a lot of the 
things that a growing lad 
or girl wants to do, but 
without us being around. 

“It’s a safe, but 


stimulating, environment 
with trained and 
experienced staff who 
clearly love what they 
do, and the youngsters 
just as clearly love and 
respect the grown-ups in 
return.” 

Helping Hands also 
runs a Wednesday after¬ 
school club, and a 
Saturday club. Both are 
for children aged 
between three and 11. 

Caroline Davies of 
Fingers & Thumbs said: 
“We realised that 
provision for young 
people with a unique set 
of needs was limited in 
this part of Bridgend, 
and it is good to see the 
group growing.” 

Caroline added that 
the club not only has fun 
activities and trips, but 
also teaches the 
youngsters life skills. 

“Our aim is to give 
the young people an 


opportunity to learn life 
skills in a safe, caring 
environment. They will 
be encouraged to prepare 
and cook their own 
meals, clean up after 
their meal, take part in a 
savings club, go on trips 
in the community where 
they have opportunities 
to socialise with others 
and spend money they 
have saved. 

“We are always on the 
lookout for more 
members, and as a small 
group, fundraising or 
sponsorship by local 
companies would be a 
help, so do get in 
touch!”

Should there be a heritage 
centre in the Garw Valley? 


A CONSULTATION to 
determine if there is public 
support for a proposed 
Garw Valley heritage 
centre, to be sited in 
Pontycymer, will launch on 
May 4. 

The project is a joint initiative 
between the Bridgend Valleys 
Railway (GVR) and the Garw 
Heritage Society (GHS). 

Colin Williams, chairman of 
GVR, said ‘We think that our 
partnership with the GHS to 
establish a place where the 
heritage and history of the Garw 
Valley can be celebrated will 
provide a real boost to our 
longer-term ambition, which is to 
get the heritage railway up and 
running from Bryngarw Country 
Park to Pontycymer. 

“We are currently seeking 
funding for our proposals, which 
aren’t set in stone, so we have 
today launched a consultation to 
find out what people think.’ 

The consultation will run for a 
fortnight from Friday, May 4 to 
Friday, May 18. 


Those who want to take part 
will be able to fill out a 
questionnaire survey online or at 
outlets up and down the Garw 
Valley, as well as being able to 
attend a series of drop-in sessions 
where the proposals will be 
exhibited and there will be 
someone on hand to explain what 
the project is all about. 

Regeneration project 
consultant Gareth Kiddie has 
been commissioned to help 
organise the consultation, 

Mr Kiddie said: “The 
consultation is intended to find 
out whether local people want 
and need the project to proceed 
and if they do to use this as 
evidence to support a funding 
application to the Heritage 
Lottery and others. 

“It’s really important for the 
success of the project that local 
people, organisations, and 
businesses have the opportunity 
to contribute their own thoughts 
and ideas. 

“I will be on hand to answer 
questions at the drop-in sessions 
and the results will be fed back to 


the project partners in the form of 
a consultation report with 
recommendations on the way 
forward for the project.”

A representative from Emmaus South Wales said: 
“We were delighted when we found out the Ewenny 
Arts Festival were holding a concert in aid of 
Emmaus South Wales.

The 
money raised will help us to support people facing 
homelessness and social exclusion, to get their lives 
back on track.” 

The Ewenny Arts Festival was formed over 20 
years ago as an early music festival. It has grown 
from strength to strength with a rolling programme 
of events including drama, jazz, and poetry to name 
a few. 

Festival regularly donates to charity and was 
delighted to be able to support the valuable work 
carried out by Emmaus South Wales in supporting 
the homeless and socially excluded.

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ORGANISERS ‘SURPRISED’ BY NUMBER OF 
ROUGH SLEEPERS USING NEW SERVICE 


THE numbers of rough sleepers taking 
advantage of a new service which helps 
them get off the streets has taken 
organisers by surprise. 

The pilot project in Bridgend which gives direct 
access to those in need of a bed for the night started in 
November 2017 after Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) and its partners realised there was a 
lack of provision during wet weather. 

Based in two rooms at The Kerrigan Project in 
Waterton, the scheme now provides nine beds but it 
expanded during the recent spell of snow and cold 
weather to accommodate up to 16 people. 

Explaining the importance of the new service, a 


council report said: “A view was taken in early 
autumn that wet conditions can be just as, or even 
more, detrimental and that the temperature alone was 
not a relevant measure to determine service 
provision.” 

As well as a bed, rough sleepers are offered 
“intensive support” which has seen 14 people out of 
53 accessing the service from November to February 
being housed. 

Hailing the pilot as a “real success” Bridgend 
council housing manager Lynne Berry told 
councillors at a recent meeting: “The numbers of 
people using it has been a surprise to us - it has been 
consistently used. 


“One of the really positive aspects of it is the 
intensive floating support that has made a difference 
to people coming in and accessing the service.” 

The service is run by the housing and care provider 
Gwalia (part of the Pobl Group) with breakfast being 
provided by homeless charity The Wallich - those 
staying overnight leave at 8am. 

Lorraine Griffiths, area manager for Pobl, said: 
“The numbers of people we have supported going 
through has been a surprise to us as well. 

“We are still surprised at the numbers presenting to 
us every day. We had up to 10 at the weekend and 
seven last night. 

“Since November, 75 individuals have come 


through the provision - it isn’t just about providing a 
bed which is important but understanding them and 
what their needs are.” 

Of the 53 people accessing the service up to 
February, 20 had substance misuse issues, 23 suffered 
from mental health issues, 17 were street homeless or 
‘sofa surfing’, 16 were prison leavers, seven had debt 
issues and nine had domestic violence issues. 

The service is for those aged 18 and over, and while 
priority is given to those with a local connection the 
criteria is ‘relaxed’ if there is space. 

The service was discussed during a subject 
overview and scrutiny meeting at BCBC on April 19.

Innovation Centre at the 
Bridgend Science Park. 

The number of new 
enterprises setting up in 
Bridgend is increasing at 
a quicker rate than for 
Wales as a whole, 
creating a situation 
where there are very few 
available business 
premises to rent for 
smaller companies in 
Bridgend county 

borough. 


Working 
partnership with the 
Welsh Government, the 
council’s Enterprise Hub 
Programme would 
provide high quality 
premises for 58 micro to 
medium enterprises, 
supporting around 150 
jobs. 

Now that Cabinet 
Members and Full 
Council have given their 
approval to the proposal, 
council officers will enter 
into the final stage of 
negotiations with Welsh 
Government and the 


Welsh European Funding 
Office in relation to a 
funding package. 

Cllr Charles Smith, 
Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration and 

Education, said: “This 
would represent the 
largest single programme 
of business property 
development ever 
undertaken by BCBC. 

“There are 3,500 
registered enterprises in 
the county borough, and 
that figure rose 10 per 
cent between 2010 and 
2015. It’s clearly very 


promising to see such 
growth, but the current 
demand for premises 
from small to medium 
businesses is outstripping 
supply.” 

Out of the county 
borough’s 3,500 

enterprises, 87 per cent 
of companies are self- 
employed micro 

enterprises that each 
employ fewer than nine 
people. 

Thirty two per cent of 
the county borough’s 
workforce are employed 
by micro enterprises, 
while small companies 
(10-49 employees) 
account for 16 per cent of 
the workforce and 13 per 
cent of the workforce are 
employed by medium 
companies (50-249 
employees).

A SHAKE-up of 
post-16 education 
in Bridgend county 
is underway with 
the closure of all 
sixth forms, 
mergers and 
greater 
collaboration 
among some of the 
options being 
considered. 

The review comes 
after a £460,000 drop in 
post-16 funding for the 
local authority from 
Welsh Government as a 
result of falling student 
numbers due to 
demographics, and the 
loss of grant funds to 


cover transport costs. 

Financial pressure 
has also led to a “steady 
erosion” in the range of 
subjects offered with the 
loss of 10 subjects in 
the past few years and 
16 potentially on the 
“endangered list”. 

Presenting a report 
on the proposals at a 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) cabinet 
meeting on Tuesday 
April 24, post-16 officer 
John Fabes said: “It is 
generally recognised by 
the local authority, 
schools and Bridgend 
College that the current 
partnership 

arrangements are not fit 


for purpose. 

“From a learner 
perspective, there are 
significant anomalies 
and equity issues across 
the borough.” 

The council has 
drawn up a list of six 
concepts which will go 
out to public 
consultation between 
June and December. 

The six concepts 
under consideration are: 

• Concept 1 - The 
retention of sixth forms 
in all schools - the 
‘status quo’. 

• Concept 2 - The 
closure of all sixth 
forms and the 
development of a local 
authority maintained 
sixth form centre. 

• Concept 3 - The 
closure of all sixth 
forms and the 
development of a 
further education (FE) 
college-governed sixth 
form centre. 

• Concept 4 - A mix 
of school sixth forms 
with some mergers to 
create new local 
authority maintained 
sixth form centre(s). 

• Concept 5 - A mix 
of school sixth forms 
with some mergers to 
create new FE college- 
governed sixth form 
centre(s) 

• Concept 6 - A full 
tertiary model governed 
by the FE sector. 

The council’s 
preferred options are 
concepts four and five. 

While capital funding 
bids for the 
development of sixth 
form centres can take 
years to finalise, the 
council is proposing a 
number of short to 
medium term measures. 

It aims to 

“significantly improve” 
the collaboration among 
existing sixth forms and 
Bridgend College, with 
plans for integrated 
timetables and shared 
resources. 


The proposals 
include all schools 
having a common 
timetable arrangement 
for their post-16 
provision with lessons 
all starting and finishing 
at the same time, and a 
shared lunchtime. 

A common sixth 
form option structure 
would be introduced 
with the 50-plus 
subjects available to all 
post-16 students and 
Bridgend College would 
be invited to offer a 
range of vocational 
courses in each of the 
option blocks. 

A new student 
transport system would 
be set up to shuttle 
students between 
centres depending on 
what subjects they 
choose. 

It is expected that the 
use of “blending 
learning” which 
includes a mix of online 
learning and traditional 
classroom methods will 
also be expanded. 

Mr Fabes said the 
idea is that schools will 
jointly and strategically 
plan the post-16 offer. 

The council aims to 
start work with schools 
this summer on the 
proposals to be ready 
for implementation in 
September 2019. 

Recent reviews with 
schools revealed there 
was “significant 
support” for change. 

Further details on the 
consultation and process 
will come before the 
council’s cabinet next 
month. 

The estimated 
increase in costs for 
student transport 
between schools is 
£100,000 with an 
overall cost estimated to 
be £165,000. Mr Fabes 
said the costs would be 
offset by savings from a 
reduction in teaching 
sets.

HOT AIR? BCBC 
PLANNING LOCAL 
‘HEAT NETWORKS’ 


A HEAT network 
system which could 
eventually lead to 
the cutting of 
energy bills for 
residents is being 
planned for 
Bridgend town 
centre. 

The project’s £2 
million first phase 
involves the 
installation of a 
combined heat and 
power boiler at 
Bridgend Life Centre 
which would then be 
used to warm not only 
the leisure centre but 
the nearby bowls hall, 
the civic offices and 
the new Sunnyside 
development being 
built by Line Cymru. 

Subject to obtaining 
a £665,000 grant from 
the UK government 
and a full business case 
being approved, the 
network’s first phase 
will be operational in 
October 2020. 

With energy being 
supplied to the four 


connected buildings 
through underground 
pipes in the network’s 
first phase, the council 
is expected to reduce 
its energy costs by 
between five and 10 
per cent. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), which has 
developed the project, 
hopes further heat 
networks will be built 
across the county with 
the potential for linking 
them over time. 

A second scheme is 
being looked into 
centred on the Princess 
of Wales Hospital, 
Glanrhyd Hospital and 
the Wildmill Estate. 

Future phases 
involve the network 
expanding to connect 
dozens of schools, 
houses in Brackla, the 
Parc Afon Ewenny 
development, South 
Wales Police 
Headquarters and 
industrial parks. 

BCBC first began 
investigating heat 
network opportunities 


six years ago. 

On Tuesday April 
24, BCBC’s cabinet 
approved the financial 
case for the project. 

Speaking at the 
cabinet meeting, 
council leader Huw 
David said: “This is a 
prestigious project and 
we are leading the way 
in Wales. 

“We also have the 
Caerau mine-water 
project and we are the 
first in the UK to be 
developing a large 
scale project like that. 

“We are thinking 
about the future and 
planning for the future 
- we have to reduce 
the energy we consume 
and we have to make 
sure the energy we do 
use is from more 
renewable sources. 

“This project is 
subject to a full 
business case and we 
will have to ensure that 
stacks up but there are 
major opportunities 
here for us to take 
advantage from UK 
government grants and 


support from Welsh 
Government.” 

Cabinet member for 
communities Richard 
Young added: “Most 
individual buildings 
within Bridgend town 
centre are heated with 
boilers that are fired by 
fossil fuels. 

“This carbon 
intensive approach 
cannot continue if we 
are to contribute to the 
Welsh Government’s 
target of reducing 
greenhouse gas 
emissions by at least 
80 per cent by 2050. 

“Heat networks are 
the way forward. This 
long-term project will 
have significant 
environmental, social 
and economic benefits 
for the area. 

The council is 
expected to form a 
separate company to 
run the heat network. 

It was not reported 
what fuel or fuels the 
heat networks will 
employ.

A positive talk about blood- 
donation for Maendy YFC 


MAENDY Young Farmers Club recently held an 
enlightening talk by the Welsh Blood Service (WBS) 
at The Duke of Wellington, Cowbridge. 

The speaker was Jess O’Brian from the WBS. The 
presentation was educational for members, many of whom had 
never donated blood. 

Currently, the Welsh Blood Service needs over 100,000 units 
of blood per year to supply hospitals across Wales, meaning they 
need around 450 units per day. 

Chairman Kate Thomas said: “It was a very informative talk; 
members learned not just about the blood service, but about 
donating bone marrow too. I was really surprised that only three 
per cent of the Welsh population actively donate blood.

AUTISM 
CENTRE FOR 
PENCOED 
PRIMARY? 


A SPECIALIST 
learning resource 
centre for children 
with autism is set to 
be created at 
Pencoed Primary 
School. 

The centre is expected 
to open in September 
2018 and cater for up to 
eight pupils with autism 
spectrum disorders, aged 
between seven and 11. 

It will be run by one 
teacher and two learning 
support officers, and the 
curriculum will be 
tailored to meet the 
children’s needs. 

A final decision on the 
centre will be made by 
cabinet members at 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC) in June. 

A consultation with 
staff, parents, governors 
and pupils, as well as 
with the wider 
community, recently took 
place. Further comments 
are invited during the 
publication of a 28-day 
statutory notice on the 
plans. 

Speaking at a cabinet 
meeting on April 24, 
council leader Huw 
David said: “It is really 
important that children 
with autism, wherever 
possible, are educated 


within mainstream 
schools. 

“They can receive 
support when they need 
it and when it’s right for 
them, they can access 
mainstream provision, 
and be with their friends 
and peers.” 

The BCBC cabinet 
member for education, 
Cllr Charles Smith, said 
the centre was an 
“extremely important” 
provision. 

He said: “The number 
of people with autism 
spectrum disorder is 
rising so we’ve been 
taking major steps to 
ensure that these young 
people can receive 
specialist support to meet 
their needs. 

“A learning resource 
centre has already been 
established at Ysgol 
Gyfun Gymraeg 

Llangynwyd so that 
Welsh-speaking children 
with autism could 
continue their secondary 
school education through 
the medium of Welsh. 

“We are also 
developing a proposal to 
set up a resource at one 
of our Welsh-medium 
primary schools, so a lot 
of progress is being 
made.”

Cardiff Airport working 
towards ‘Real Living Wage’ 


GEM reader David 
Alexander wrote to 
us to express his 
views on the rates 
of pay of security 
staff at Cardiff 
Airport. The GEM 
contacted the 
airport for a 
response which 
follows. 

Mr Alexander wrote: 

Having acquired a 
lovely new 
granddaughter, a little 
Welsh/Dutch girl, my 
wife and I have taken 
regular visits to 
Amsterdam through 
Cardiff Airport. 

Travelling by air 
more frequently than 
our previous annual 
dose of Greek sunshine, 
I discovered to my 
horror that the people 
who work tirelessly to 
ensure our safety - the 
security staff - are, 
apparently, paid less 
than the ‘real living 


wage’ (£8.79 an hour). 

If these were security 
people in a museum 
who sit on a seat in the 
comer guarding against 
the hugely remote 
possibility that someone 
will try to steal a Titian 
it might be a different 
matter. 

Working the security 
gate at an airport is a 
totally different task. 

These people work 
under constant pressure 
to get large groups of 
people checked and 
through security as 
efficiently as possible. 

They have deal with 
all sorts of people with 
patience, tact and 
courtesy - from 
disabled people who 
need special help, to 
people of various faiths 
and ethnicities who may 
need to be dealt with 
differently, to sports 
fans, stag parties and 
hen parties full of high 
spirits who might need 
a little diplomatic 


calming down. 

A very difficult 
aspect of their job is 
having to enforce 
regulations that some 
people object to - 
having to confiscate 
items that cannot be 
taken on board a plane 
in hand luggage for 
example. 

Occasionally, and it 
is very occasionally, 
those objections can 
become vehement or 
even abusive or 
threatening. 

The security gate is 
the ‘front line’ in 
ensuring the safety of 
aircraft passengers; the 
staff on that gate do all 
the above while being 
constantly vigilant to 
ensure that safety. 

I don’t think it is it 
fair or acceptable that 
on top of that pressure 
the security staff are 
paid so little that they 
have to struggle to pay 
their bills. My view is 
that the people who

“Based on planning 
and assumptions, we are 
currently aiming to 
ensure that airport staff, 
across all departments, 
are paid at least the 
Real Living Wage by 

2020 . 

“The phased 
approach is essential to 
ensure the long-term 
sustainability of the 
airport business, 
securing jobs and future 
growth. 

“Cardiff Airport is on 
a robust recovery plan 
and we are proud of the 
progress achieved since 
the change to Welsh 
Government ownership 
in 2013. The airport was 
at the lowest point in its 
history, making 
significant losses and 
was in very real danger 
of being closed, with 
the subsequent loss of 
up to 2,000 jobs across 
the airport site. 

“Our focus is on 
continuing the journey 
of growth and

It comes after Barry 
councillor Vincent 
Bailey raised the issue in 
full council in December. 

The council has 
dispensation under the 
Local Government 
Finance Act (1992) to 
provide council tax relief 
to certain groups. The 
local authority’s cabinet 
agreed to extend this to 
care leavers at a meeting 
on April 30. 

Cllr Bailey said the 
measure was designed to 
help a group of people 
who were often setting 
out on life alone because 
they didn’t have family 
support. 

“Care leavers face 


disproportionately high 
barriers to gaining 
employment and 

education, and a council 
tax exemption will 
remove some of the 
financial pressures they 
face. 

“It’s tough enough for 
any young person setting 
out to live alone, but for 
someone leaving care 
without the support of 
their parents, managing 
money can be a huge 
task. 

“This is about giving a 
helping hand to some of 
the most vulnerable 
members of society - and 
I am proud to have 
helped raise the profile of

don’t miss out 
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this serious issue.” 

Cllr John Thomas, 
Leader of the council, 
said: “Children and 

young people who are 
looked after by the local 
authority, rather than 
their parents, are among 
the most vulnerable in 
our communities. 

“Care leavers face a 
great many challenges 
when they move into 
independent 
accommodation and 
begin to manage their 
own finances fully for 
the first time. The move 
we have agreed is 
designed to make this 
transition a little easier. 

“Although the number 
of people likely to 
receive this discount is 
very small, it has the 
potential to have a 
hugely beneficial impact 
on their lives and so I am 


delighted to have been 
able to bring it into 
effect.” 

The exemption will 
apply to all care leavers 
until they reach the age 
of 25. It will cover the 
full cost of any council 
tax due and will be 
backdated to April 1, 
2018. 

The council estimates 
that the cost will be less 
than £10,000 a year.

J U& engineers supplies 
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Dog breeder who made £50,000 by mis-selling 
puppies receives a suspended sentence 


A DOG breeder has 
received a 
suspended sentence 
and a curfew after 
Cardiff Crown 
Court heard how 
she had advertised 
puppies for sale 
that she did not 
have, lied about 
their genetic make¬ 
up and overbred 
her animals. 

Following a 
successful prosecution 
by the Vale Council, 

Lisa Canning was 
sentenced to 30 weeks 
on each of five counts, 
suspended for two years 
together with 200 hours 
of unpaid work to be 
completed in 12 months 
and a four-month night 
time curfew. 

Canning made around 
£50,000 from the 
unlawful trade through 
her business 4 Small 
Paws, which was based 
first at East Aberthaw 
and then Castle-upon- 
Alun, selling dogs 
through such websites as 
Pets4Hones, Preloved 
Pets and Gumtree. 

Less than a week 


before her Crown Court 
trial was due to begin, 
she pleaded guilty to 
four counts of fraud and 
one of engaging in 
unfair commercial 
practice. 

Ms Canning was 
selling dogs as sought- 
after breeds for high 
prices, suggesting they 
had full vaccination and 
medical histories. 

But the investigation 
revealed a very different 
story about their 
background and there 
was often no record of 
any veterinary 
procedures having been 
carried out. 

Some dogs had been 
acquired from unknown 
sources and locations, 
while others had been 
bred in breach of the 
terms of her licence. 

Ms Canning claimed 
to sell Cockerpoos, 
Cocker Spaniels, 
Chocolate Labradors, 
Cavipoos, Pugs and 
Scottish Terriers, though 
some of the dogs 
weren’t what they 
appeared. 

One family purchased 
what they thought was a 
Cockerpoo, a cross 
between a Cocker

Spaniel and a Miniature 
Poodle, for £650 but 
DNA tests revealed the 
dog was actually 25 per 
cent Miniature Poodle, 

25 per cent Toy Poodle 
and 50 per cent Bichon 
Frise. 

Another individual 
was told they had bought 
a Golden Labrador after 
parting with £750, only 
for DNA tests to prove it 
was actually 37.5 per 
cent Labrador Retriever, 
12.5 per cent Golden 
Retriever and 50 per 
cent Cocker Spaniel. 

Both dogs were sold 
with no paperwork to 
verify their breed and 
medical history, and 
only a voucher offering 
four weeks’ free 
insurance was provided. 
In both of the above 
cases, the dates of birth 
proved to be 
questionable, and the 
exact age of the puppies 
was therefore unknown. 

At Ms Canning’s 
kennels, dogs fell 
pregnant more often than 
was permitted and some 
before they were legally 
old enough, meaning she 
was producing more 
animals than allowed. 

Following Ms 
Canning’s arrest, a 
number of animals were 
placed with Hope 
Rescue, a local dog 
rescue charity that works 
in partnership with the 
Council. 

Ms Canning also 
engaged in a practice 
known as ‘bait 


advertising’, which 
involves advertising an 
animal a person does not 
own in order to entice a 
customer to buy another. 

Customers were also 
misled by being directed 
to purchase Canning’s 
puppies from a friend of 
hers who posed as a 
private breeder. 

Yhe court was told 
that, in total, more than 
100 puppies were 
unlawfully sold, though 
Ms Canning’s chaotic 
record keeping meant it 
was impossible to 
establish the exact 
number. 

In passing sentence, 
Judge Crowther QC told 
Lisa Canning that her 
actions were calculated 
to defraud the public and 
she had criminally 
enriched herself to the 
tune of £50,000. She had 
a long-standing licence 
to breed dogs that 
imposed restrictions and 
she breached every one. 

He said: “It wasn’t 
simply failure to not 
have regard to a licence, 
you took other measures 
to avoid conditions. This 
was a front for puppy 
farms and a conduit 
through which those 
maligned businesses 
operate. This wasn’t a 
victimless crime; the 
harm is that you play on 
people’s emotions, 
children especially.” 

Canning was ordered 
to pay a total of £46,595 
in costs, compensation 
of £3,095 and a victim 


Search and rescue 
drones tested 


THE RNLI and 
Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency 
tested drones in 
search and rescue 
scenarios off the 
Vale coastline last 
week. 

The aim was to use a 
selection of drones to 
explore whether they 
could be helpful in 
saving lives in the future. 

The scenarios being 
tested were a shoreline 
search for a casualty; an 
offshore search for 
multiple casualties in the 
sea; a mud rescue and a 
communications 
blackspot where a drone 
is required to relay 
information between 
rescue teams and a 
casualty on a cliff. 

Hannah Nobbs, of the 
RNLI’s innovation team, 
explained: “The aim of 
the event was to provide 
realistic scenarios and an 
authentic operating 
environment to explore 
the use of drones in 
multi-agency operations. 

“We hope this will 

allow us to understand 
the benefits and 
limitations of their use in 
search and rescue 

activity. 

“The week-long test 
event was the 
culmination of around 
two years of work, where 
we’ve explored the use 
of drones in 
collaboration with key 
search and rescue 

partners and industry 


experts. 

“The RNLI has a 
proud history of 
embracing new 

technology - from cork 
lifejackets in the 1800s to 
the design and build of 
our waterjet-propelled 
Shannon class lifeboat. 

“So, it’s very exciting 
for us to now explore the 
potential use of drones in 
search and rescue 
activity, in partnership 
with the Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency.” 

Phil Hanson of the 
MCA, said that while 
drones can’t replicate 
what helicopters can do, 
they could become a vital 
new tool for rescuers. 

“There is significant 
evidence emerging from 
our overseas counterparts 
and more locally from 
UK mountain rescue 
teams indicating that 
drones can play a crucial 
role in emergency 
response. 

“It’s too early to 
comment on how we will 
move forward from the 
trials but one thing we all 
agree on is that drones 
cannot replace 

helicopters, coastguard 
rescue teams or lifeboats. 
However, it is entirely 
possible that they could 
be an additional tool to 
use in search and 
rescue.” 

The RNLI and MCA 
were helped in carrying 
out the tests by Lockheed 
Martin UK, Scisys and 
the University of Bath. 


surcharge. 

Cllr Hunter Jarvie, a 
member of the Shared 
Regulatory Services 
Joint Committee, said: 
“This business was 
operating fraudulently 
on a large scale with 
absolutely no regard for 
the rules and regulations 
put in place to protect 
both animals and 
customers. 

“Hard work from 
Shared Regulatory 
Services officers, on 
behalf of the council, 
has ensured this 
individual has been 
brought to justice. 

“The Vale Council 
will not tolerate this kind 


of operation, which 
defrauds people looking 
for pets out of 
significant sums of 
money and mistreats 
animals. I hope the 
severity of the 
punishment handed out 
acts as a deterrent to 
others thinking of 
committing similar 
offences.” 

Vanessa Waddon, 
Founder of Hope 
Rescue, added: “When 
we took in four of Ms 
Canning’s Cocker 
Spaniels, all of which 
were heavily pregnant, 
the effects of these 
young dogs being used 
as nothing more than 


breeding machines were 
clear to see. As well as 
having various health 
issues, they were all 
completely withdrawn 
and wary of human 
contact. 

“We spent several 
thousands of pounds 
taking care of the dogs 
and their pups that were 
all born in our care, 
picking up the cost of 
Ms Canning’s neglect. 

“She was clearly 
putting profit above the 
wellbeing of the dogs, 
and our thanks go to the 
Vale Council for 
pursuing this case to 
ensure she faced 
justice.” CS

Porthcawl man’s break from the War 

LOOKING BACK 100 YEARS DURING WW1 - MAY 1918 



CERI JOSEPH 
of Porthcawl 
Museum 
continues her 
fascinating look 
at life in 
Porthcawl 100 
years ago during 
World War 
One - this

Boating and bathing 
on the Somme’ is an 
entry in the diary of 
2nd Lieutenant 
Arthur David 
Glanffrwd (Gian) 
Evans MC, 
Glamorgan RHA, 
which he kept from 
the beginning of the 
German Offensive - 
March 21,1918, to 
the Armistice 
November 11,1918. 

That well-earned 
respite had been hard 
won fighting near Villers 
Brettoneux, in the 
defence of Amiens, one 
of Germany’s objectives 
outlined in their 
Georgette Offensive, 
which, by April 29, had 
stalled. 

Villers Bretonneux 
itself had been lost on 
April 24 but was 
regained during that 
same night by the 
Australian Infantry, 


resulting in “a few 
hundred Boche 
prisoners”. 

From May 16, Gian’s 
unit was stationed at 
Bonnay, which he 
describes as a “Very 
good spot. Hardly any 
shells about. Lovely 
country”. Gian then 
went on leave from May 
29, during which time 
his unit moved up to 
Vaux-sur-Somme, on 
June 26, where they, 
“fired in support of a 
little show by the 
Aussies. We begin to 
take the initiative,” he 
writes. 

By the time Gian had 
returned from leave, on 
July 1, the German 
threat had all but abated 
and over 500,000 more 
Americans had arrived 
in support of the allies. 

In future issues, 
August-November, the 
diary will again furnish 
us with his personal 
account of the Last 
Hundred Days. 

Gian was promoted to 
Major at the end of the 
war, returned home to 
work, initially at the 
Briton Ferry Steel 
Company and later, at 
the Neath Canal 
Company, from whence 
he retired as manager in 
1971. 

He remained in the 
Territorials and moved 
to Porthcawl a few years 
prior to World War Two, 
during which conflict, as 
Major ADG Evans, he 
commanded the 24th 
(Glamorgan) Battalion 
Home Guard. 


In 1948 he married 
Rita Davies and their 
son, David, was born in 
1950; yet in more recent 
memory, Gian is 
remembered locally for 
being the organist at the 
Grand Pavilion in the 
1960s. 

Sadly, Gian died after 
a short illness in June 
1974, aged 81 years. 

The 400,000 
Americans who had 
arrived in France, by 
May 1, had depended on 
the allies for 
ammunition, equipment 
and relevant combat 
training. Britain supplied 
helmets, ammunition, 
tanks and rifles, whilst 
the French supplied field 
guns, aircraft and 
machine guns. 

Having gained 
experience, led by Allied 
Commanders defending 
relatively quiet sections 
of the Western Front, on 
May 28 the 1st 
Division, American 
Expeditionary Force, 
went into action at the 
Battle of Cantigny. 

June would witness 
America’s ever-growing 
influence on the 
outcome of the war. 

In Porthcawl, the first 
week of May brought 
sad news of another 
Porthcawlian who had 
died whilst serving his 
country. 

Private Gordon 
Stanley Perry, 1st 
Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment, died in 
Salonika, April 24, 1918, 
from Blackwater fever; a 


complication of malaria. 

Stanley, as he was 
known, had been bom in 
Penarth in 1895 to 
William and Louisa 
Perry, the youngest of 
four boys and three girls. 
By 1911, the family had 
moved to New Road, 
Porthcawl, where the 
Census Record registers 
his father, as a ‘cab 
proprietor,’ but by 1918, 
William had become the 
postmaster at New Road, 
Post Office (opposite the 
Brogden Hotel). 

On leaving school, 
Stanley was apprenticed 
as a building clerk in the 
town. He was a very 
good athlete and had ‘a 
splendid gift for 
singing’. 

Following the 
outbreak of war, Stanley 
had initially joined the 
South Wales Borderers, 
but within a year had 
been transferred to the 
Welsh Regiment. 

Sadly, a week before 
his death, his parents 
had received a telegram 
informing them that their 
son, through suffering 
severe bouts of malaria, 
had become dangerously 
ill. The telegram that 
they must have dreaded, 
arrived very shortly 
afterwards. 

Private Gordon 
Stanley Perry is one of 
1,180 Commonwealth 
servicemen buried in the 
Mikra British Cemetery, 
Kalamaria. He was 23 
years old. 

Within Mikra 
cemetery, which is just 
outside Salonika (today 
called Thessaloniki), is 
the Mikra Memorial. 

Almost 500 nurses, 
officers and men of the 
Commonwealth forces 
who died when troop 
transports and hospital 
ships were lost in the 
Mediterranean, and who 
have no grave but the 
sea, are commemorated 
there. 

Better news of 
another Porthcawlian, 
suffering from malaria, 
reached the town on 
May 2. Private Thomas 
Isaac Russell, 23rd 
Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment, referred to in 
the Porthcawl News as 
‘Porthcawl’s Own,’ had

been brought home from 
Salonika and was 
recuperating in Cardiff. 

Tom, the oldest of 
three brothers and three 
sisters, was born in 
Tonyrefail, on April 8, 
1895. Their father, 
Frederick, who was a 
coal-miner, brought the 
family to live at 24 
George Street, Porthcawl 
in 1910, whereupon Tom 
followed him into the 


mines. 

However, in October 
1915, Tom, now 
married, enlisted into the 
23rd Battalion at 
Porthcawl, together with 
his younger brother 
George. His brother, 
Morgan, had previously 
joined the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers in December of 

1914, but had been 
severely wounded earlier 
in 1918, which had 
resulted in him being 
discharged and awarded 
a Silver Badge later in 
the year. 

Tom, too, survived the 
war, whereas George, it 
seems, never quite got 
involved at all. 

At the age of 15 
years, George had 
enlisted into the 
Glamorgan Yeomanry in 
Bridgend on April 26, 

1915, giving his age as 
18 years and six months. 
By May 28 he had been 
rumbled and was 
discharged. He was 
obviously still 
determined to enlist as 
he then attested at 
Porthcawl with his 
brother Tom on October 
26,1915. 

It is interesting to note 
that he had had his 16th 
birthday on October 22 
and carried a letter from 
his mother, Caroline, 
giving her permission 
for him to enlist for the 
duration of the war. 

He was accepted 
because he gave his age 
as 17 years old, which, 
with a letter of support 
from a parent, was a 
legal outcome. 

However, after 
undergoing training at 
Newton, Elveden Camp, 
Thetford, and Pirbright, 
during which time he 
had been punished four 
times for disobeying 
orders and using bad 


language, his true age 
was finally revealed. 

He was discharged 
from Pirbright on July 
31, 1916. George did not 
become a soldier; 
perhaps it was as a result 
of his unsuitability or 
due to him possibly 
being a slow learner. 

Evidence of this can 
be found in a badly 
written letter to the 
authorities later in 1916, 
asking for his war badge 
and saying that he had 
tried to join but they 
wouldn’t have him. 
Apparently, he was then 
pensioned off. 

George continued to 
live with his parents and 
sister Mary, the family 
moving to Ynys Las, 
Porthcawl, after World 
War Two. George 
remained with Mary, 
following the deaths of 
their parents, until he 
died in December 1972. 
Mary died in 1997. 

Tom, on the other 
hand, followed his sister 
Violet to Los Angeles, 
America, married again 
in 1938, became a 


naturalised American 
Citizen in 1945 and died 
in March 1967. 

Morgan married 
Beatrice in December 
1918 and emigrated to 
New Zealand, where he 
died in 1933. 

On Saturday, May 4, 
the Porthcawl Lodge 
Discharged Sailors and 
Soldiers Federation 
organised a charity 
football match on the 
College Field (behind 
today’s Seabank Hotel) 
between The ‘Rest’ 
Wounded Heroes XI and 
A Porthcawl XI. All 
proceeds were in aid of 
local prisoners of war, 
and £100 was raised. 

One of those POWs 
was Private George 
Walton, 7th Battalion, 
Border Regiment, whose 
family lived at 11 
Queen’s Avenue, 
Porthcawl. Private 
Walton, who had 
enlisted in 1915, fought 
in many battles, 
including the Somme, 
before being wounded in 
the right thigh and taken 
prisoner at Arras, in 


April 1917. 

He was taken, firstly, 
to Douai Hospital and 
then to Giessen Hospital. 
After convalescence he 
was employed as a 
labourer on a farm but in 
March 1918, he was sent 
to Giessen POW Camp 
where he remained until 
the Armistice. 

On the cessation of 
hostilities, he was sent 
by train to Metz and 
thence through Calais to 
Dover, arriving home in 
December 1918. George 
was the first Porthcawl 
POW to return home. 

Conversely, Judge and 
Mrs Rowlands, Newton, 
who had hoped since 
November 1917, that 
their son, 2nd Lieu¬ 
tenant Franklyn 
Theodore Rowland 
Rowlands was a prisoner 
of war, received a 
telegram early May 
1918, informing them 
that he had been killed 
on November 21, 1917, 
and had been ‘buried by 
the enemy.’ (Porthcawl 
News May 9. 1918).

CLIVE EASTERBROOK, a 
stalwart of Bridgend Athletic 
RFC, died on April 27 at the 
Princess of Wales Bridgend 
Hospital. He was 81. 

His funeral will take place at Coity 
Crematorium on Thursday, May 17 at 
3.45pm, and at Clive’s express wishes to 
his proud sons Steven and Kevin, his 
wake will be held at the Ewenny Road 
Headquarters of BARFC, the club Clive 
devoted 46 years of his life to. 

Clive and his great pal, the late Jeff 
Jenkins, came on board BARFC around 
two months after the club was formed in 
1972, mainly by Phil Rees and brothers 
Brian and David Lewis, as well as a 
Bridgend youth side that - following a 
March tour - wished to play senior rugby 
together. 

The duo was approached to help 
organise the structure of the club, and in 
season 1972-73 the current Bridgend 
Athletic RFC was born. 

Clive initially played for Tondu. Both 
Clive and Jeff had been recent players 
together at Ogmore Vale RFC; Clive was 
a no-nonsense hooker and Jeff a 
formidable lock. 

They were made life members of 
Ogmore Vale RFC for their staunch 
efforts at the club offering their skills - 
Clive was an electrician, and Jeff a 
plasterer - in the refurbishment of the 
Ogmore Vale clubhouse. This was a feat 
they, along with others, repeated in 
gutting and refurbishing the existing 
BARFC clubhouse when the Ath bought 
it from the old WEXA club. 

Clive was awarded BARFC Clubman 
of the Year in 1976, and again in 1981-

82, for the huge voluntary time and effort 
he spent on the club refurbishment 
including rewiring the club, a trophy 
proudly on display at his home. 

Clive and Jeff both achieved the 
distinction of becoming life members of 
two rugby clubs when the Athletic 
deservedly recognised their huge 
contributions to the club. When injured 
at Ogmore Vale, Clive passed an exam 
and took up rugby refereeing for a short 
period. 

Clive became the first Athletic coach 
shortly after joining the Ath and its 
fixture secretary for many years. 

He joined the formative Athletic 
committee along with chairman Jeff 
Jenkins, treasurer Phil Rees, secretary 
Mike Rennie, and Brian Lewis. 

Clive chose the green and gold colours 
of the Springbok South African rugby 
team for the Athletic because even in 
those days he had great ambitions for the 
club. 


Shortly afterwards, Clive became the 
Athletic representative on the Mid 
Glamorgan District, and for his long 
service and work with the organisation 
was awarded a plaque commemorating 
the life membership of the MGDRU he 
received in recognition of his 
commitment. 

Clive and Jeff’s experience, reliability, 
and straight talking proved a huge asset 
in launching the BARFC project in its 
formative years and well beyond. 

Both were active at the Ath throughout 
their lifetimes, and they were two top 
men who not only talked the talk, but 
backed it up with actions. 

Jeff was also involved with Bridgend, 
but Clive barely missed an Athletic game 
home or away and along with his friend 
- the current Ath’s oldest supporter 90- 
year-old Gian Hitchens - was still 
attending games earlier this season, until 
his illness prevented him enjoying his 
passion for BARFC. 

Clive’s wife the late Beryl was also 
supportive of Clive assisting with players 
meals on match days, and on a former 
Ladies Committee at the Ath. 

Clive will be missed, but not 
forgotten, at BARFC where his face 
appears in many earlier team photos on 
the walls of the club. 

His legacy lives on as more than 300 
players in 14 teams, 10 mini and juniors 
(founded 1991), two youth (founded 
1975), and two senior teams turn out 
most weeks of the season in his chosen 
green and old colours. 

A remarkable journey from a bunch of 
youth players who just wanted to stay 
together.

COUNCIL FELLS TREE THAT WAS 
A DANGER TO CIVIC OFFICES 


A TREE across the 
road from the civic 
offices in Bridgend 
has been chopped 
down after it was 
found to be 
diseased. 

The large tulip tree in 
Angel Street did not 
bloom this year and has 
been felled due to safety 
concerns. 

Speaking at a 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) meeting on 
April 25, cabinet 
member for communities 
Richard Young said: “An 
assessment confirmed 
that the tree is diseased 
and must be felled in the 
interests of safety. 

“The tree, which is 
very tall and probably 
around 50-years-old, is 
suffering from extensive 
decay possibly as a 
result of the honey 
fungus pathogen . 

“Given its location 
above the road we have 
no choice but to remove 
it as a matter of 
urgency.” 

Three new trees have 
been planted next to the 
tulip tree as part of 
ongoing work to create 
cycle lanes in the town.

Cameras, and a speed limit cut, for A48 


A NEW 50mph speed limit 
is to be installed on a 
stretch of the A48 after a 
number of accidents along 
the route. 

The speed limit - between 
Ewenny and Broadlands 
roundabouts - will replace the 
current 60mph limit and average 
speed cameras will be set up to 
enforce it. 

New signage, pedestrian 
refuges and resurfaced footpaths 
will also form part of the road 
improvements, along with 
extended footway links and new 
road markings. 

It comes after a teenager died 
when he was in collision with a 
motorbike in July 2016. 

Sixteen-year-old Rhys Rubery 
was crossing with a group of 


friends on the section of road 
where the speed limit is currently 
60mph. 

The inquest into his death 
heard the oncoming motorbike 
was masked by a car and Rhys 
would not have seen it. 

Speaking at a council meeting 
on April 25, cabinet member for 
communities Richard Young 
said: “Our funding bid from 
Welsh Government for a full 
range of road safety 
improvements along the A48 
between Broadlands and 
Waterton roundabouts has been 
successful. 

“This follows preparatory 
work which was carried out 
along the 5km route late last 
year. 

“The plans are in line with 
recommendations from an 


independent report which the 
council commissioned following 
a number of accidents along the 
route including the circumstances 
in which Rhys Rubery lost his 
life. 

“I’d like to thank colleagues in 
Welsh Government for listening 
to us on this issue.” 

The council-commissioned 
report found that between 2011 
and 2015 there were 32 
collisions along the A48 between 
Laleston and Waterton although 
most were minor and involved 
rear-end shunts between vehicles. 

Three of the collisions were 
fatal, seven were classed as 
‘serious’ and 22 as ‘slight’.

thrills and spectacle that 
we’ve been accustomed 
to ever since Robert 
Downey blasted out of 


that cave 10 years ago. 

If directors the Russo 
brothers proved with 
Captain America: The 
Winter Soldier and 
sequel Civil War that 
they’re a pretty good fit 
at melding all these 
elements together, then 
Infinity War is possibly 
their biggest 
accomplishment yet - to 
deliver such an 
engaging, exciting, 
emotional blockbuster 
that doesn’t leave you 
feeling shortchanged in 
any way is a rare feat 
indeed. 

Suffice to say, 

Infinity War feels like a 
film a decade in the 
making; this is the 
beginning of the end of 
the first huge chapter of 
the MCU, and as such 
the stakes have never 
been higher. 

One of the criticisms 
levelled at the films has 
been the indestructible 
nature of the heroes and 


the blandness of the 
villains. We would be 
venturing into spoiler 
territory to talk about 
the former, but the 
villain subject isn’t one 
that needs to be skirted 
over - for all the talk 
and hype about Thanos 
being the ultimate ‘big 
bad’, the villain to end 
all villains, he more 
than lives up to the part. 

Essayed (flawlessly) 
through motion capture 
by Josh Brolin, he is a 
substantial villain, 
intent on causing death 
and destruction but with 
the reasoning to back it 
up. Marvel have upped 
their villain game in 
their last few films and 
Thanos is without doubt 
the most dastardly and 
ruthless one yet. 

Of course, every 
villain needs a hero and 
there’s plenty to choose 
from here, with nearly 
every single hero from 
the Marvel roster thus 
far ready to tangle with 
Thanos and his horde. It 
says much for the 
Russos, and 
scriptwriters 
Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely, that 
each character has a 
purpose and has 
something to get their 
teeth stuck into. Of 
course, some are more 
prominent than others 
but none feel 
superfluous and 


shoehomed in. 

It’s the bigger names 
that get the biggest 
weight to pull - Robert 
Downey Jr’s journey 
from cocksure hero to 
man on the brink has 
been played out 
superbly well and Tony 
Stark is a vital as ever, 
while Chris 
Hemsworth’s Thor 
renaissance continues in 
what may very well be 
his best outing as the 
Norse god yet. 

But there is also light 
relief from Guardians 
of the Galaxy, with 
Chris Pratt, Zoe Saldana 
and Karen Gillan all 
superb, while Tom 
Holland’s Spider-Man 
continues to go from 
strength to strength and 
Benedict Cumberbatch’s 
Doctor Strange looks 
like he’s always been 
there. 

There’s nary a bone 
to pick in terms of the 
performances with some 
really emotional 
moments for the 
characters to deliver, 
and proof that playing 
the long game gives the 
greatest rewards. We 
feel the peril and 
troubles of these 
characters far more 
deeply as they’ve been 
around for so long and 
we, as an audience, are 
so invested in them. 

In terms of direction, 
the Russos have done a 


marvellous job. At 150 
minutes, the film zips 
by, lean and mean with 
no fat on its bones, and 
it even manages to 
avoid that most 
common of pitfalls, the 
second act sag. Visually 
there is no scrimping on 
scale and the action 
beats have a fizz and 
dynamism that is 
enthralling. 

The fact that we have 
another Avengers film 
coming next year means 
that film may feel a 
little open-ended for 
some, but even then it 
feels self-contained, 
delivers everything you 
would want and, 
incredibly, throws some 
curveballs that will 
leave you stunned. 

It’s a sublime film, a 
piece of work that 
delivers in all areas. 
Avengers: Infinity War 
is a roller-coaster that 
leaves you exhausted 
come the end credits (or 
just past the end credits, 
if you catch my drift) - 
a truly exceptional 
triumph of a film. 

VERDICT: Marvel 
at its biggest, its boldest 
and (quite possibly) its 
best, Avengers: Infinity 
War is a sweeping, 
dramatic, action-packed 
spectacle of a film, 
capable of delivering 
gag after gut punch 
after high-octane action 
sequence. The Russo 


brothers excel 
themselves with a 
thoroughly engaging 
and thrilling piece of 
work that begins to 
reshape the fabric of the 
MCU. Essential 
viewing.

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The end of the ‘coastal line’ — 50 years ago 


AT 11.44pm on May 4,1968, a small 
group of railway enthusiasts gathered at 
Penarth railway station to bid farewell 
to the last train to depart for Barry via 
the ‘coastal route,’ this time only calling 
at Sully by request. 

Earlier in the day the single car ‘bubble’ unit 
made regular calls to the other stations on the line; 
Alberta Place Halt, passing the long closed Lower 
Penarth station/halt before arriving at Lavemock. 

It travelled onwards through the large cutting to 
Swanbridge and Sully and then to Cadoxton, 
where the service ended - too late for the 
connection on to Barry (which might explain how 
scarce a commodity passengers were on this 
stretch of line). 

The line was opened in stages from 1887 to 
1888 terminating at a remote ‘station’ at Biglis 
which was located near some fields until the 
following year, when agreement was reached with 
the fierce rival railway company, the Barry 
Railway, to allow trains to enter Cadoxton railway 
station - but no further. So the line became known 
as the ‘Cadoxton branch’ of the Taff Vale Railway. 

So why was the line built at all?

Junction Railway, it was intended to halt the 
expansion of Barry Dock from one large dock to a 
further number two dock. The plans originally 
were for the new line to cross the site of the 
second dock, so preventing it from being built. 

For the CPBR, read the Taff Vale Railway, 
which was still reeling from the opening of Barry 
No 1 dock, sucking millions of tons of coal traffic 
down the Barry line. 

It was funded by coal owners and the like 
spearheaded by David Davies of Llandinam, to the 
detriment of the TVR’s dock at Penarth. 

Needless to say, the plan was thrown out by 
Parliament and the TVR ended up with a piece of 
useless railway on their hands. If that was not bad 
enough, by getting access to Cadoxton, the Barry 
Railway in turn had the right to join the Taff line at 
Cogan Junction, having direct access to Cardiff. 

The Cadoxton branch settled down to a life of 
rural bliss. Lavemock station catered for a local 
population of less than 60 and Sully had less than 
300 residents. Lower Penarth station served the 
Glamorganshire Golf Club. Both Sully and 
Lavemock had the luxury of a signal box and a 
petit goods yard for agricultural needs and a wagon 
of coal now and then. 

At Biglis, the TVR constructed a small goods 
depot - there were two brickworks nearby. In an 
effort to increase passenger traffic, two motor 
platforms were added. 

A ‘motor car’ in railway terms was a tiny steam 
locomotive bolted to a passenger carriage - the 
foremnner of today’s diesel multiple unit - one 
between Lower Penarth and Penarth town station 
at Alberta Place to serve the cliff walk and local 
well-to-do residents and between Lavemock and 
Sully, a halt at Swanbridge. 

The height of the line’s success was in the early 
1920s when the ‘Ports to Ports’ express from 
Newcastle to Barry, and later Swansea (for 
seafarers to change ports for new employment), 
was for some reason diverted via Penarth, despite 
stiff gradients of 1 in 40 to Penarth Town and 1 in 
45 to Lower Penarth. 

Possibly the very tight curve at Cogan may have 
been a consideration - or maybe Penarth Docks 
itself. 

In later years, both Sully and Lavemock were 
provided with camping coaches, but the bread and 
butter, passenger-wise, was the summer season, 
when thousands flocked via the train to the sedate 
coastal beaches of Lavemock, Sully and 


Swanbridge. 

Excursion trains came from all over the valleys, 
sometimes with as many as a dozen coaches. The 
regular service was remarkable too, with up to 20 
trains per day. 

A further boost to the railway was the opening 
of the Penarth Cement Works and its next-door 
neighbour, the Penarth Concrete Works. 

The goods yard at Biglis faded away, but after 
‘grouping’, when the Taff Vale and Barry Railways 
became part of the Great Western Railway, at last 
the Cadoxton trains could now proceed to Barry 
and beyond. 

Rationalisation began with the closure of Lower 
Penarth station in 1954 after already being reduced 
to the status of a halt in the 1930s. 

The arrival of diesel multiple units in 1958 was 
a bonus and the special reduced day tickets to the 
line from all over south Wales continued to be 
promoted. 

The Penarth-Cadoxton branch had even been 
overlooked in the ‘Reshaping of British Railways’ 
programme (better known as the Beeching Report), 
but the writing was on the wall. 

As a part of the rationalisation of track layout 
between Cardiff and Penarth (the Penarth Town 
line was singled) while the line to Sully remained 


double track, also the line was split at Penarth 
Town so isolating the Cadoxton line - no trains 
could now go via Penarth to Barry. 

A single-coach bubble car replaced the three to 
six DMUs, and bus companies had a bus stop next 
to every station on the line. The inevitable ‘Notice 
of Withdrawal of Railway Passenger Services’ 
poster was duly posted in 1967. Objections ensued 
and the line remained open for a further 12 
months, but after public enquiry, the closure plans 
were upheld on the grounds that there were more 
than adequate bus replacement services. 

On May 4, 1968, the last train with 17 
passengers on board left that night for the last 
time, the red rear light disappearing into the 
darkness, ironically at the beginning of the summer 
timetable - the time of year the railway may have 
paid its way. 

Attempts to restore the railway to Lower 
Penarth many years later were thwarted by local 
objections. One wonders whether in the light of the 
proposed major housing developments, that this 
curious railway might today have been a godsend 
to the residents of Sully around the coast to 
Penarth as a fast transit service to Cardiff. I would 
welcome comments on this.

continue to flourish on an annual 
basis until the weather intervened 
in 2014. It resulted in a further 
move from 2015 onwards to the 
car park of Cardiff City Stadium 
in Leckwith Road, Cardiff .The 
show is now in its fourth year at 
this venue and will hopefully 
continue to improve with age. 

It is staged by members of the 
club, now numbering some 100 
or so active members (although 
many have come and gone over 
the years) on an entirely 
voluntary basis. 

Any profits from the show are 
distributed amongst various local 


charities, to which the club is 
pleased to have donated many 
thousands of pounds over the 
years. 

The club is always open to 
new members and further 
information regarding new 
membership, exhibiting at the 
show, or charitable donations, can 
be found on the website at 
swccc.net.

Vale People First

Bootes is one for 
the skywatchers 


URSA Major is still 
overhead. If we 
look at the end star 
in its ‘handle’ and 
draw an imaginary 
curved line in the 
direction of the 
south eastern 
horizon, we will 
locate the 
constellation of 
Bootes. 

Its brightest star is 
called Arcturus, which 
is one of the brightest 
stars in the sky. It will 
look orange in colour 
and binoculars will 
enhance the hue. It lies 
about 40 light years 
away and is over 100 
times as luminous as 
our Sun. 

To the left of Bootes 
is the small 

constellation of Corona 
Borealis, the Northern 
Crown. It is fair to say 
most of the 
constellations look 
nothing like their 
names, but Corona 
really does look like a 
crown, with the six 
brightest stars arranged 
in a semi-circle. Under 
dark skies it is worth 
counting with the naked 
eye how many stars can 
be seen within the bowl 
shape. 

Now use a pair of 
binoculars and count 
again. It contains two 
very interesting stars, 
one within the semi¬ 
circle is called R 
Corona Borealis. 

A very old carbon 
star, it is sometimes 
visible with the naked 
eye or binoculars, but 
other times it requires a 


telescope to see. The 
reason for the changes 
is due to at irregular 
intervals, it blows off its 
surface a dense shell of 
carbon particles and this 
tends to dim the 
starlight. After a period 
of several weeks, or 
sometimes years, the 
cloud of material thins 
out and we see the star 
once more. 

Another strange star 
lies to one side of the 
crown and requires a 
large telescope to see. 
Known as T Corona 
Borealis, it remains vary 
faint. However, on two 
occasions in 1866 and 
again in 1946, it became 
visible to the naked eye, 
hence, its nickname, the 
‘Blaze Star’. It is 
always worth keeping 
an eye on this one, 
because we don’t know 
when, or if, it will 
repeat the outburst. 

Carry on the 
imaginary curved line 
from the end star in the 
handle of Ursa Major, 
through Arcturus, 
towards the southern 
horizon, this will bring 
you to the constellation 
of Virgo, marked by the 
star Spica. If you 
thought Arcturus was 
powerful, just remember 
Spica is about 2,000 
times as luminous as 
our Sun and lies around 


200 light years from us. 

Its colour is also 
much different to 
Arcturus, Spica and 
looks blue-white. Virgo 
is famous because it has 
many faint galaxies in 
this area of sky, but a 
large telescope is 
required to see them. 

Watch out for mighty 
Jupiter. It lies towards 
the southern horizon 
below and to the left of 
Spica. Wait until around 
midnight for the best 
views. The Moon lies 
close to it on May 27. 
Even in binoculars, 
Jupiter will show itself 
as non-stellar and also 
reveal the four bright 
moons, Callisto, 
Ganymede, Io, and 
Europa. The Moon acts 
as a guide to Spica, 
because it lies above it 
on 25th. 

Do keep an eye on 
the Barry Astronomical 
Society website 
www.barry astronomical. 
wordpress.com for dates 
when the group will 
meet at Porthkerry Park 
(weather permitting) to 
observe the night sky.

Samaritans welcomes plans to improve 
the mental health of young people 


A NEW report 
released by an 
Assembly 
committee on 
support for 
children and young 
people’s mental 
health has been 
welcomed by 
Samaritans Cymru. 

The inquiry was 
launched by the 
Children, Young People 
and Education 
Committee. 

Samaritans Cymru 
provided the committee 
with evidence during the 
inquiry, on their ongoing 
calls for compulsory 
emotional health lessons 
in schools and the wider 
benefits of improving 
resilience in young 
people. 

Within their evidence, 
Samaritans also 
highlighted that young 
people are a high-risk 
group for mental illness 
and suicide, and in 
Wales, there has been a 
significant rise in factors 
such as self harm and 
admissions to A&E 
which can contribute to 
suicidal ideas or intent in 
adolescents. 

Samaritans have 
developed a free 
teaching resource called 
DEAL (Developing 
Emotional Awareness 


and Listening) which 
aims to help develop 
resilience in young 
people. 

In 2016/17, 
Samaritans in Wales 
worked with five pilot 
schools in Cardiff to 
implement the resource 
into their curriculum for 
one academic year. 

Following the DEAL 
pilot, in which Cardiff 
schools delivered 
Samaritans lesson plans 
for one academic year, 
teacher Laura-Cerys 
Williams, of Fitzalan 
High School, said: 
“Pupils enjoyed the 
sessions due to their 
interactivity and staff 
found the sessions very 
easy to deliver. 

“Following the pilot, 
the students have a 
better awareness of 
mental health. We are 
planning on continuing 
to use some of the 
resources in our year 7, 

8 and 9 lessons.” 

Among the 

recommendations of the 
report, the Committee 
recommended that Welsh 
Government undertake a 
review of the various 
emotional and mental 
health programmes in 
schools, in order to put 
forward a national 
approach for schools to 
adopt.

applying. Whether this 
is bringing new life to 
your village shop and 
pub, increasing access 
to rural employment and 
training, or bringing 
together farming 
communities, we would 
love to hear from you.” 

Funding is also 
available for projects 
that will improve the 
prospects of viability for 
family farm businesses, 
for example by 
providing training or 
education schemes. 

The Fund’s grant

Sarah Stone, 
executive director for 
Samaritans in Wales 
said: “We are pleased to 
welcome the 
recommendations of this 
report and are 
encouraged to see the 
call for a review of 
current emotional health 
provision to recommend 
a national approach for 
all schools. 

“Emotional health 
programmes in schools 


should be viewed as a 
form of prevention and 
early intervention which 
could reduce pressure on 
CAMHS and reduce 
specific mental health 
problems.” 

Significantly, the 
committee has also 
recommended that Welsh 
Government issue 
guidance to schools on 
talking about suicide and 
self-harm, to dispel the 
myth that talking about 
it may increase the risk. 

They’ve also called 
on Welsh Government to 
ensure that basic mental 
health training, including 
how to talk about 
suicide, becomes part of 
initial teacher training 


and continuous 
professional 
development, so that all 
teachers are more 
confident to talk about 
it. 

Sarah Stone said: 

“The call for basic 
mental health training in 
Initial Teaching Training 
is of crucial importance; 
we must continue to 
highlight that talking 
about self harm and 
suicide does not increase 
the risk - it reduces it. 

“Talking about mental 
health and reducing 
stigma is one of the most 
significant barriers we 
must overcome in order 
to improve emotional 
health in young people.”

MACMILLAN 
WALES says it has 
secured £14.3 
million in welfare 
benefits payments 
to help thousands 
of people cope with 
the huge financial 
pressures caused 
by cancer. 

During 2017, the 
charity’s nationwide 
network of welfare 
benefits advisers 
worked with over 5,600 
people affected by 
cancer to help them 
access welfare benefits 
they are entitled to 

Securing an average 
of £4,600 for every 
person referred into the 
service last year, the 
charity has now helped 
people affected by 
cancer to access over 
£89.3 million since 
2010 . 

As most people 
diagnosed with cancer 
face an average of £570 
a month in lost income 
or increased 
expenditure, money 
worries can quickly 
become a source of 
anxiety and concern for 
anyone who receives a 
cancer diagnosis.

Weighing 
in at less than six stone 
and with a five per cent 
chance of survival, I 
came back to Wales 
expecting to die. 

“We had to rush back 
with nothing, and we 
were really struggling. 
Then we met 
Macmillan. They not 
only helped plan my 
medical care, they also 
realised that there were 
other huge pressures 
and stresses as well. 

“They talked through 
our options and what we 
might qualify for, and 
one day a cheque for 
£500 came through the 
door.

‘Park activities 
could boost income’ 


A VALE Council 
report has proposed 
that areas of open 
space land such as 
Porthkerry Park, 
Cosmeston Park 
and Leckwith 
woods should be 
leased to 

organisations who 
want to develop 
activities and 
facilities there. 

Bob Guy, the council 
operational manager for 
regeneration, said the 
idea was to boost 
tourism, the local 
economy and boost 
council coffers. 

“We believe these 
proposals represent 
exciting opportunities 
that will add to the appeal 
of the locations in 
question, enhancing the 
visitor experience by 
offering fresh ways in 
which they can be 
enjoyed. 

“They will also boost 
tourism, which will have 
positive consequences 
for the local economy as 
tourism generates 
income and local jobs. 

“In a climate of 
increased financial 
pressures on the council, 
it is vital new and 
innovative ways to 
generate income are 
explored to sustain 
important services and 
protect our special 
places. 


“These important sites 
cost a lot to maintain to 
the exceptional standards 
rightly expected by the 
public. 

“Sustainability will be 
key, with any successful 
proposals subject to all 
appropriate processes. 
That includes planning 
consent, which, among 
other factors, evaluates 
environmental impact 
and any 

recommendations or 
requirements made by 
Natural Resources Wales 
and other statutory 
bodies. 

“The planning process 
also involves an 
opportunity for public 
consultation.” 

One GEM reader 
contacted the paper to 
say she had her concerns 
about camping and high 
rope activities going 
ahead at Porthkerry Park. 

“I personally think this 
will ruin the space and 
threaten the wildlife in 
the park, with both 
buzzards and 

sparrowhawks roosting 
in the trees. 

“Facilities would also 
have to be built to 
accommodate the 

campers such as toilets 
and showers which 
would also impact the 
area, which is small. 

“I do not have local 
knowledge of the other 
sites they want to lease 
but think that they would 
not benefit from being 
over-developed either.” 


Prolific ‘car-wash 
burglar’ fails to 
make clean getaway 


A SERIAL burglar 
who targeted nine 
car wash businesses 
across south Wales 
and the south-west 
of England in just 
seven days is 
behind bars. 

Mark Farrington was 
caught alongside 
accomplice Anton 
Sidoryk as they fled the 
final burglary in Weston- 
super-Mare and made 
their way back to Wales 
on February 21 this year. 

The two were 
travelling in a Mercedes 
Vito van bearing false 
number plates, which 
had been linked to a 
string of other burglaries 
carried out in south 
Wales and Gwent in the 
days before. They were 
pulled over by a roads 
policing officer from 
Avon and Somerset 
Police, and arrested for 
driving and theft 
offences. 

Officers from Barry’s 
Priority Policing Team - 
who led the investigation 
and had highlighted the 
vehicle as suspicious - 
were able to link 
Farrington to all nine 
incidents, during which 
four vehicles were stolen 
along with quantities of 
cash, mobile phones and 
computer equipment. 

The van in which they 
were caught was owned 
by Farrington and had 
previously been reported 
as stolen by him. CCTV 
footage from one of the 
burglaries at the IMO 
Car Wash in Barry, 
clearly identified him as 
one of the burglars.

Court earlier this month, 
Farrington, of 
Whitchurch, Cardiff, 
pleaded guilty to nine 
counts of burglary, 
taking a vehicle without 
consent, and driving 
without insurance. 

He was sentenced to 
three years’ 
imprisonment and 
handed a 30-month 
driving ban. 

Anton Sidoryk, from 
Tremorfa, Cardiff, 
pleaded guilty to the 


Weston-super-Mare 
burglary, and was 
sentenced to 16 months, 
suspended for two years. 
He must also carry out 
180 hours of unpaid 
work. 

Detective Sergeant 
Julian Kerslake said: 
“Mark Farrington is a 
prolific offender and 
I’ve no doubt he would 
have targeted more 
businesses had he not 
been caught alongside 
Anton Sidoryk as they 
made their way back to 
Wales with the latest 
haul of stolen goods. 

“The conviction is the 
result of some 
determined efforts by 
my team to identify 
those responsible for the 
string of audacious 
burglaries and bring 
them to justice as 
quickly as possible. I’d 
also like to thank our 
colleagues in Avon and 
Somerset Police Force 
for their assistance with 
this enquiry.”

BRIDGEND’S 
Ryan Day produced 
a Mekvll and Hyde’ 
performance to 
make a first round 
exit in the world 
snooker 

championship in 
Sheffield. 

The Pontycymer 
potter was in fine form 
on the first day of his 
two-day clash with 
Scotland's Anthony 
McGill, opening up a 6- 
3 overnight lead with the 
help of two big breaks. 

He won the second 
frame with a 141 break, 
and topped that in the 
ninth with a 145, just 
two short of a maximum 
and a contender for the 
tournament's biggest 
break prize. 

He began well enough 
on the second day, a 51 
break helping him 


stretch his lead to 7-3m, 
but McGill then hit back 
by winning the next two 
frames, with Day 
winning the 13th to lead 
8-5, looking well set to 
win the best-of-19 clash. 

But 38-year-old Day, 
ranked 17th in the world, 
fell apart afterwards, 
missing a series of 
straightforward pots that 
would normally have 
caused him little trouble. 

That allowed McGill, 
ranked three places 
higher at 14th, but not 
playing particularly well 
himself, the opportunity 
to win the next five 
frames. 

He emerged with a 
remarkable 10-8 win to 
earn a second round 
match against China's 
Ding Junhui. 

Day, in good form in 
recent months with 
consecutive tournament 


wins in Gibraltar and 
Romania, must have 
been scratching his head 
afterwards in trying to 
understand how his form 
had deserted him so 
dramatically. 

Even the television 
commentators were 
struggling to explain it. 

It may simply have 
been the pressure of 
playing at the Crucible 
on the sport’s biggest 
stage, but it was 
certainly an experience 
he will want to put 
behind him as quickly as 
possible. 

Day has made over 
330 century breaks in a 
20-year career, was once 
ranked sixth in the world 
and has won around £1.3 
million in prize money.

Banners that 
break the law 
attract fines 


LOCAL organisations have 
been warned that the Vale 
Council is cracking down on 
banners on highways. 

The council told The GEM that its 
main consideration was ‘safety’ and 
that organisations needed to realise 
that they had seek permission before 
putting a banner in a location. 

Plaid Cymru’s Dinas Powys 
councillors say the council should get 
in touch with voluntary groups to 
clarify what steps they can take if they 
want to publicise an event, rather than 
organisations approaching the council. 

Councillors say they are concerned 
about banners relating to village 
shows, Christmas concerts, charitable 
fund raisers and sports events. 

Cllr Chris Franks said that he was 
‘shocked’ to learn that sports bodies 
and other community groups had 
received fines of £75. 

He said: “This was a bill for simply 
placing temporary banners at locations 
such as the railings at Parc Bryn y Don, 
Dinas Powys. 

“Respectable, hard-working 

volunteers were being threatened that 
unless they paid up almost 
immediately the bill could run to 
thousands. 

“It is difficult to understand the 
mentality of the council. On one hand 
they say they want to support the 
community then they threaten clubs 
with court action.” 

Plaid said that following 
representations made by them the Vale 
had cancelled some fines. 


Cllr Franks added: “This is 
welcomed. We call for the Vale to fully 
consider its policies and come up with 
acceptable arrangements. We know 
that the safety of people is the priority. 
However, this blanket ban will hit 
voluntary organisations. 

“It is using a sledge hammer to 
crack a nut. There must be a solution 
where community events can be 
advertised without compromising 
safety.” 

Miles Punter, Vale Council director 
of environment and housing services, 
emphasised that placing banners on the 
highway without proper permission is 
an offence. 

“The placing of banners on the 
highway without the authority of the 
council is an offence. The primary 
concern is highway safety, as banners 
can obscure driver visibility, 
particularly when they are attached to 
pedestrian barriers. 

“In the past we have charged 
offenders the cost of removing and 
storing banners for their return. 

“However, we have recently started 
to issue fixed penalty notices for this 
offence as their removal is taking up 
valuable resources that could be better 
spent on services.” 

Mr Punter added: “Placing banners 
on the highway without authority is an 
offence regardless of their purpose so 
the council is unable to differentiate 
between those that are put up for 
charitable or voluntary purposes and 
those using the space for commercial 
gain.” TC 


Council makes plans to 
supply ‘free’ sanitary 
products in schools 


SANITARY prod¬ 
ucts could soon be 
handed out to all 
schoolgirls in the 
Vale. 

Products such as 
tampons and towels 
could soon be provided 
free at the point of use at 
schools across the Vale 
after councillors gave 
their backing to a scheme 
tackling ‘period poverty’ 
in the area. 

A working group will 
decide how to implement 
the plans after the 
council’s Learning and 
Culture Scrutiny 

Committee unanimously 
voted in favour of the 
idea on Monday (April 
23). 

A £1 million fund 
from Welsh Government 
has been launched to 
tackle soc-called period 
poverty and councils 
including Rhondda 
Cynon Taf and Merthyr 
are already developing 
similar schemes. 

The committee heard 
some girls are missing 
school due to 
embarrassment regarding 
their periods, and some 
mothers are going 
without sanitary products 
so they can buy them for 
their daughters instead. 

Cllr Jayne Norman, 
who called the debate, 
told the committee that 
free sanitary products 
should be “an automatic 
right to all.” 

She said: 

“Menstruation affects 
every woman. We have 
no choice in the matter. 
And period poverty does 


exist - even in the 
‘affluent’ Vale. 

“To many, this topic is 
never discussed due to 
cultural or religious 
reasons. 

“To many young 
women and girls, 
admitting that they are 
even having their period 
is embarrassing enough, 
without having to 
confess that their family 
cannot afford to buy 
them the sanitary 
protection they need. 

“Many secondary 
schools already have 
some facilities in place to 
help alleviate this 
problem, but this is 
money spent out of their 
already very tight 
budgets. 

“Junior schools, on the 
other hand, have to rely 
heavily on the generosity 
of staff members, or even 
in some cases, parents of 
some of the children. 

“The facilities 

available to the pupils for 
the discreet disposal of 
any sanitary products is 
virtually non-existent.” 

The Vale Council 
found seven of its eight 
comprehensive schools 
provide the sanitary 
products free of charge, 
while one school charges 
20p for each use. 

A total of 12 of the 16 
Vale primary schools 
which responded to the 
council offer the products 
free of charge, while at 
other schools either 
parents or teachers 
provide them. 

The committee was 
first asked to debate the 
issue in November last 


year. 

Cllr Margaret 

Wilkinson told the 
meeting: “I’m 

disappointed this has 
taken a long time to come 
to this committee. 

“This is a poverty 
issue. This is a hidden, 
quiet problem. Girls 
don’t want to talk about 
it. 

“If we’re getting 
money from the Welsh 
Assembly that’s good but 
we don’t want to wait for 
it. We need this now.” 

The Vale Council will 
receive £31,500 from the 
Welsh Government this 
financial year for 
sanitary equipment to be 
installed in schools, and 
£8,666 to buy the 
sanitary products 

themselves. 

A working group will 
now be set up to look at 
how the free sanitary 
products plan can be 
implemented. But it 
would need cabinet 
approval to purchase any 
products or equipment, 
the meeting was told. 

Ceri Reeves, secretary 
of campaigning group 
Wings Cymru, told the 
meeting: “This is about 
girls not missing school 
for one week per month, 
girls not curtailing their 
activities for one week 
per month. 

“We would like to help 
all people who have 
periods if they have 
issues but girls in schools 
seem like an easy one to 
tick.”

High drama in tense encounter... 

but Porthcawl RFC win

IN one of the most 
remarkable finals 
in WRU history, 
Porthcawl snatched 
victory away from 
the Scarlets of 
Pembroke with the 
last kick of a truly 
pulsating and 
memorable match, 
full of passion, skill 
and exhilarating 
running rugby that 
served as a 
fabulous 

advertisement for 
the community 
game in Wales, a 
truly epic contest, 
in which Pembroke 
played a huge part. 

Supporters left 
Porthcawl in early 
morning droves and with 
a thousand or more 
supporters at the 
Principality Stadium to 
cheer them on, the 
Seaweeds continued a 
remarkable run of 
success in league and 
cup to make history and 
take them to the brink of 
a league and cup double. 

Referee Dylan Jones 
got the match underway 
and right from the off 
Porthcawl got into their 
stride as they landed the 
first blow inside two 
minutes. 

Pembroke No.8 Sam 
Smith lost control of the 
ball in his charge 
forward as Porthcawl 
flanker Morgan Evans 
came in with the hit and 
the ball moved swiftly to 
centre Jon Phillips, 
magnificent throughout, 
who found No.8 Leon 
McNally at his shoulder. 

McNally’s swift 
offload to fellow back- 
rower Ben Asprea saw 
the flanker charge over 


under the posts for a 
simply glorious opening 
try, goaled by fly-half 
Josh White and 7-0 
before Pembroke knew 
what day it was. 

Seaweeds scrum-half 
Morgan Haylock, whose 
service and sniping runs 
were a joy to watch for 
much of the match, 
made a snap break, 
finding Phillips with 
McNally and Asprea 
again to the fore, before 
the move broke down. 

Centre Gareth Rees, a 
giant of a player all 
season, then showed two 
brilliant dummies in a 
break that took 
Porthcawl back deep 
into Pembroke territory 
and White’s mammoth 
pass found right wing 
Jordan Fox, who sped in 
at the corner for a great 
try. 

White’s kick drifted 
just wide and it was 12-0 


in just eight minutes. 

Despite Porthcawl’s 
opening blitz, Pembroke 
are not top of their 
Division 3 West for no 
reason and they came 
back with force to put 
pressure in good 
measure on the 
Porthcawl line with a 
series of drives, linked 
with smart back play, 
and when huge flanker 
Dom Coleman dived 
over at the comer for an 
unconverted try and 12- 
5, it seemed that it was 
game on again. 

Back came Porthcawl 
moving the ball with 
speed down the left with 
Phillips’ superbly-timed 
pass putting left wing 
Jake Thomas away for 
the corner, only for a 
late tip-tackle by 
Pembroke wing Barry 
Alderman-John on 
Phillips to result in a 
yellow card, with 


Thomas taking a bang to 
the shoulder as he was 
hauled down short. 

Up stepped White to 
land the 37 metre 
penalty and 15-5. 

Porthcawl were 
certainly having the best 
of it and when good 
work by Morgan Evans 
and Asprea set up a 
superb flowing move, 
with the ball moving at 
speed through several 
pairs of hands, going 
right, it was full-back 
Ben Thomas delivering 
the pass for Fox to nab 
his second try for 20-5, 
with White’s goal 
attempt again just wide. 

Fox grabbed his third 
try, which won him the 
man-of-the-match 
award, as again 
Porthcawl went for the 
jugular. 

Full-back Ben 
Thomas cleverly 
switched direction to 
step blind and feed 
Phillips, whose 
outrageous dummy took 
him clear and he handed 
Fox the scoring pass for 
his hat-trick score, 
bettered only by White’s 
superb conversion off 
touch, and at 27-5 
Pembroke now had a 
huge mountain to climb 
- but climb it they did. 

First of ah, man- 
mountain No.8 Sam 
Smith barged his way 
over for the try from a 
short pass by scrum-half 
Tom Lewis 10 metres 
out, converted by Shaun 
Dalling, before 
Porthcawl’s usually 
impregnable defence in 
their own 22 saw centre 
Dan Colley waltz 
through for an 
unconverted try. 

At 27-17 Pembroke 


were back in striking 
distance as the whistle 
sounded the end of a 
breathtaking first half of 
some incredible rugby. 

If anyone thought the 
second half was going to 
see any slowdown in the 
tempo they were sadly 
mistaken and Asprea 
was soon at it again for 
the Seaweeds. 

He stole Pembroke 
bah at a ruck and 
charged out of defence 
on a lung-bursting 70 
metre run, before finding 
McNally at his shoulder. 
The No.8 seemed certain 
to score but for the 
brilliant covering 
defence which hauled 
him down just five 
metres short. 

Then it was wing Jake 
Thomas, again heading 
for the line only to be 
stopped from a similar 
distance out, before, 
seconds later, Haylock 
found White in the 
pocket from a ruck and 
the fly-half coolly 
dropped a fine goal for 
30-17. 

As both sides started 
to ring the changes and 
satisfy the need for fresh 
legs with the pace of the 
match showing no let¬ 
up, Owen Thomas came 
on for Asprea and Aled 
Davies for Jake Thomas 
and from another 
Seaweeds attack a smart 
White dink through saw 
Ben Thomas almost 
snatch the touchdown 
but for an outstanding 
piece of covering from 
the Scarlets flanker Billy 
Wood. Matt Cook came 
on for Jamie Uren at 
prop and Jake Furness 
for McNally.

Dixon were involved in many of the 
attacking plays.

Another Athletic 
win sets up mouth¬ 
watering final 
day of the season 

THE Division 1 West Central They were unable to breach a 


encounter between Bonymaen 
and Bridgend Athletic RFC 
was preceded by a minute’s 
silence in honour of Athletic 
co-founder, life member and 
club stalwart Clive 
Easterbrook, who sadly passed 
away on Friday, April 27 (See 
club tribute on page 19). 

Bonymaen, smarting from a recent 
last minute 17-15 defeat to the 
Athletic, were again frustrated as the 
Athletic withheld a late surge from the 
home side to avoid history repeating 
itself and emerge 20-19 victors. 

This sets up a grand finale for 
second-placed Athletic when they 
visit undefeated league leaders 
Maesteg Quins for the Athletic’s last 
game of the season this Saturday, May 
5. 

The Athletic will be taking their 
own 14-match, six-month winning 
sequence to the game (their last defeat 
was by the Quins, 26-18, back on 
November 4) and a titanic battle 
before a large crowd is anticipated. 

Bonymaen kicked off with the 
advantage of their sloping Parc Mawr 
pitch and a breeze behind them. 
Beefed up by a permit front row prop 
and hooker from Premiership side 
Llandovery, they drew first blood with 
a 45-metre penalty by outside half 
Richard Cunniffe following a 
collapsed scrum. 

A high hanging restart drop out 
from Athletic outside half Luke Bevan 
was taken by Athletic No 8 Sean 
Williams. Scrum half Aled Thomas 
fed Bevan who broke the first line of 
defence before handing on to wing 
Dan Howells who made ground and 
passed inside to full back Stuart Floyd 
Ellis to cross in the comer. 

Bonymaen were using their home 
knowledge to pin the Athletic back, 
using the down and cross slope of the 
pitch to tactically kick to their right- 
hand touchline. 

They also sensed there might be a 
weakness with youth player Caine 
Woolerton up against their try 
machine wing Nathan Brooks on that 
side. 

They were disappointed as 
Woolerton handled Brooks and the 
pressure admirably and also showed 
his own attacking prowess. 

Centres Chris Price and Tom 
Jenkins were also well up for the 
game with sound defence and attack 
as Bonymaen threw everything at the 
Athletic to use their pitch and wind 
advantage. 


defence bolstered by one of the best 
back rows (captain Ben Howe, Sean 
Williams and Ben Davies) in the 
league, having to settle for a further 
three penalties by Cuniffe to one from 
Bevan to lead 12-8 at the interval. 

From the restart the Athletic took 
control of the game. A surging 40- 
metre mn from a line out deep into 
the Bonymaen 22 fizzled out with a 
dropped pass. The Athletic then drove 
a line out 25 metres to be halted just 
short of the try line. 

The breakthrough came 10 minutes 
into the half. Wing Dan Howells 
counter-attacked from a clearance 
kick 10 metres inside his own half. 

Great interpassing involving Sean 
Williams, Ben Howe and Chris Price 
saw mobile lock Ben Cording appear 
and give an inside scoring pass to 
scmm half Aled Thomas. 

Unusually the normally reliable 
goal kicker Luke Bevan, with 191 
seasonal points, was having an off day 
with his goal kicking and missed the 
conversion, and then a penalty, which 
would have given his side a breathing 
space. 

However, Bevan was dictating play 
with good distribution and tactical 
kicking and a penalty saw him put the 
Athletic 10 metres from the 
Bonymaen try line. 

Hooker Nathan Holman found lock 
Ben Cording to set up a driving maul. 
Cording effectively cleaned out the 
Bonymaen hooker who was making a 
nuisance of himself to allow the maul 
to turn infield at pace and permit 
captain Ben Howe to touch down for 
his seventh try of the season. 

Bevan’s conversion gave the 
Athletic a two-score advantage with a 
20-12 lead. 

With the Athletic front row of Matt 
Muir, Nathan Holman and Wayne 
Fooks now in scrum ascendancy, and 
with good bah carrying from Muir 
and lock Jonathon Stoker, the play 
was now deep in the Bonymaen half. 

When scrum half Aled Thomas 
broke clear from a ruck with Ben 
Howe looking for the scoring pass 
inside him he unfortunately failed to 
notice Howe, and an attempted chip to 
the corner for wing Howells rolled 
into touch. 

Former Athletic flanker Dan Apsee, 
on permit, came off the bench for the 
final quarter. 

Bonymaen then made a late surge. 
With 10 minutes remaining a try 
looked certain with their centre one- 
on-one with Athletic prop Matt Muir.
